REMARKS 

Status of the Claims 

Claims pending in the above-identified application are Claims 26-37, 
40, and 42-50. Claims 26, 46, and 50 are amended. Claims 39 and 41 are cancelled. 
The amendments do not introduce new matter into the above-identified application. 
Support for the amendments is found throughout the specification. 

The Rejection Under 35 USC S 112 

Claims 26-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as 
failing to set forth the subject matter which Applicants regard as their invention. In 
view of the claim amendments above, Applicants respectfully assert that this rejection 
is obviated. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection of Claims 
26-49 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, be withdrawn. 

Claims 39 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. Claims 19 and 41 are 
cancelled, thereby obviating this rejection. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
request that this rejection be withdrawn. 

The Double-Patenting Rejection 

Claims 26-37 and 39-50 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double-patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 6, 
7, 18-21, and 23 of U.S. Patent No. 6,165,929. Applicants submit herewith a 
Terminal Disclaimer pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.321(c) directed to U.S. Patent No. 
6,165,929. Accordingly, Applicants submit that this rejection is overcome and 
request that the rejection be withdrawn.
